WASHINGTON—A charge that

investigation into the recent wave

Scott W. Lucas, Democrat, of Il- 
linois, chairman of the Senate 
Audit Committee, Mr. Brown de- 
clared that his failure to act fav- 
orably on a request for $25, 000 
to conduct’ the probe “was prop- 


erly dictated by the New Deal high 


command whose record is consist- 
ently anti-Negro in action.” 

“Senator Lucas has had about 
three months for consideration of 
this important matter and still 
contends that he needs additional 
time to study the matter, with no 
indication as to when a décision 
may be expected,” Mr, Brown 
said, “In the meantime National 
racial tensions still exist threat- 
ening morale on the home front 
at a time when the National cri- 
sis demands inter-racial harm- 
ony. 

“The delaying tactics employed 
indieate to me that Senator Lu- 
cas’ unsympathetic attitude was 
probably dictated by the New 
Deal High Command whose rec- 
ord of late has been consistently 
anti-Negro in action. That this 
record is increasing day by day 
must be apparent to the colored 
citizens of the United States 
whose disappointments over the 
refusal of this administration to 
speak out against racial disturb- 
ances amd discrimination and to 
accord them fair treatment.in the 
Army, Navy, War Housing and

From F.E.P.C.

J. Haas of the FFPC has resigned. 
Here is his statement: 

“To assume my duties as Bish- 

op of Grand Rapids it will be nec- 
cessary that I resign as Chairman. 
of the President’s Committee on 
Fair Employment Practice. In the 
degree that I know. the import- 
ence of the work of that Committe 
to the war effort and to our ‘de- 
mocracy, I leave it with prosourid 
regret. 
“The terrible needs of war ex- 
act’ that we use to the ptmost the 
hands and the high skills which 
Negro citizens, Spanish-Ameri- 
cans, Jews and loyal men and wo- 
men of foreign extractions, are of- 
fering willingly to their country’s 
esrvice, 

“That is the practical side, 
against which no man who loves 
his country would knowlingly er- 
ect the barriers of intolerance or 
of outmodéd industrial habits. 

“The essential rightness of the 
President’s Executive Order 
against discrimination bėcause of 
race, creed, color or national. ori- 
gin appeared clear to me when I 
took. office as Chairman of the 
Committee four nionths ago. In 
that brief period the close exper- 
ience with the problems of the 
men and women who have suffer- 
ed discrimination at the hands of 
fellow-Americans have deepened 
my conviction that this practice 
must be purged from our, national 
life if we are both to win this 
war and consolidate our life as a 
democratic Nation theréafter. 

“T have full trust in the mem- 
bers of the Committee. It was not 
known to me. until very recently 
that it would be necessary for-me 
to end what shall remain as one 
of the. most satisfactory associa- 
tions of my life.

This is the concensus of opin- 
ion throughout the state this week 
among colored Democratic, inde- 
pendent, and many Republican 
leaders.

Up until 1917, Civil Rights in 
New Jersey were fairly protected 
by the 1884 Civil Rights Law. This 
law enabled the plaintiff whose 
Civil Rights were abridged, to sue 
the offender in his own name. 
Damages up to $500 were allowed 
to cover costs of the suit, attor+ 
ney’s fees and recompense to the 
plaintiff. But early in 1917 the 
Federation of Colored Organiza- 
tions of New. Jersey drew up..a 
‘hore effective billi to amend the 
1884 law and give the plaintiff 
the same chance to quickly re- 
cover damages from discrimina- 
tion that the New York statute 
allows. 

‘As agitation for amendment of 
the 1884 law made it a big issue 
in the state, Edge became alarmed. 
He and his supporters, Senator 
Emerson Richards of Atlantic 
City who: controlled the bathing 
housé concessions at. that resort; 


Overseer of the Poor Amendment 
to the-bill; had other ideas about 
amending the 1884 law. The Ne- 
gro population of the state. was 
increasing and all three Republi- 
cans foresaw that racial discrim- 
ination in public places was’ going 
to embarass certain vested inter- 
ests which they wanted to protect 
under the. proposed new law. 
Edge, Richardson and Stevens 
met together and: worked out a 
two-edged scheme, They con- 
cluded here was a chance both to 
emasculate the liberal 1884 law 
and to replace it with a new law 
that robbed the Negro of any in- 
centive to sue biased owners of 
public places.

Collins, acting district OPA direc- 
tor here, who announced at the 
same time that October 20, 21, and 
22 have been officially designated 
‘aé the days no which Book Four 
will be distributed at public 
schools throughout northern New 
Jersey. 

Yoeal rationing boards in, all 
counties of the State will cooper- 
ate in the census project; it was 


explained, except six: Cape May,}-. 


Ocean, Sussex, Salem, Cumber- 
land and Somerset. The rationing 
boards in the participating coun- 
ties will ship all applications in- 
cludingthose received up to Nov- 
ember 30 to thesCensus Bureau. 
Selected counties in New York, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, Mary- 
land, and the District of Columbia 
will also take part in the survey. 

Collins disclosed the official reg- 
istration dates in a memorandum 
to all local boards, after consulta- 
tions held by District rationing of- 
ficials with school superintend- 
ents from all seven northern coun- 
ties. He expressed satisfaction and 
“deep appreciation for the’ willing 
and sincere cooperation of school 
officials in undertaking once more 
the great task of distributing more 
than 2,500,000 ration books among 
the citizens of northern New Jer- 
sey.

FORT HUACHUCA, Arizona— 
Lieutehant Shelton Reed, Colum- 
bus, Georgia, assigned to the 92nd 
Signal Company, Fort Huachuca, 
has the distinction of being the 
first Negro graduate of the Signal 
Corps Offifficer Candidate School 
at Fort Monmouth, New Jersey. 

That, however, was not the only 
“first” destined to be achieved by 
Lieutenant Reed. Shortly after, 
graduation, he was assigned to the 
Tuskegee Army Air Field, Ala- 
bama, where he organized and 
commanded thé-first Negro Air- 
craft Warning Company in -the 
United. States Army, 

In addition, he was the first 
Negro officer to go on duty at 
the Office of the Chief Signal Of- 
ficer, War Department, Washing- 
ton, D. C., reporting for duty there 
on August 19, 1942 where he re- 
mained ‘until he left on. an over- 
seas assignment. y 

Lieutenant Reed spent most of 
his; Army career at Fort Benning, 
Georgia with the 24th Infantry. 
He has every enlisted grade 
from private to master sergeant, 
and had been permanently pro- 
moted to the latter rating at the 
time of his entrance to Officer 
Candidate School. 

While at-Fort Benning, he serv- 
ed for 11 years as Post Exchange 
manager, six: years as battalion 
sergeant major and five years as 
court reporter, 

In: addition, he was first serg- 
eant of the 24th Infantry band for 
six months, communications chief 
for two years and personnel ser- 
geant major for three years.. 
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Mrs. Beckett Issues 
War Work Call 


‚When the need for women, in 
industry first becafne apparent in 
the Newark Industrial area, Mrs. 
James H. Beckett, of 375 Halsted 
street, East Orange, president of 
the’ Federation of Colored “Wo- 
men’s. Clubs, said women, who 
were not working told merrbers 
of her organization that they had 
never been given any ida that 
the need was so great. Since then, 
she said, the story has been told 
in the newspapers, on the ‘radio 
and in the movies. 

As a result of all this publicity, 
Mts, Beckett continued, many peo- 
ple of. Essex, Hudson and Union 
counties. have come to realize the 
seriousness of the need, The cam- 
paign of the Community Manpow- 
er Mobilization Committee for the 
recruitment of war workers has 
further emphasized the seriousness 
of the situation, she declared, © 

“However,” Mrs. Beckett con- 
tinud, “there are women who 
know of the need but are still 
hesitating to join the victory 
workers.’ These are the women to 
whom:I wish to appeal. Many of 
them’have never worked at all,
